BLACK taxi cabs in the county 
town have been given the green 
light to increase their fares next 
year - despite the recession 
gripping this country. 

Councillors voted at a licensing meeting on 
Friday to allow the 48 Hackney Carriages in 
Maidstone to increase their prices for a run¬ 
ning mile by about seven per cent in 2009. 

This will mean after the standing charge 
of £2.60, which will run out after a shorter 
time, the fare will be £1.99 per mile, as 
opposed to £1.86 at present. 

The main rank for black cabs is outside the 
Town Hall and the feeder is in King Street. 

During normal hours a taxi from The Odeon 
cinema complex in Barker Road to the Chequers 
Centre in Lower Stone Street, which is a mile 
journey, will now cost £3.75 instead of £3.61. 

From the taxi feeder in King Street to 
Maidstone Hospital, a 3.1-mile route, will now 
cost £7.73 instead of £7.33. 

This inflation-busting hike comes at a time 
when petrol prices have dramatically fallen 
and with families struggling to cope with the 
economic meltdown. 

The average price of a litre of unleaded 
petrol when the Maidstone Taxi Proprietors 
Association applied for the fare rise was 106.4 
pence, which has now dropped to an average of 
92.9 pence per litre. 

Paul Coles, Maidstone Age Concern’s chief 
officer, said: “It’s disappointing to hear that 
taxi fares are increasing, particularly for elder¬ 
ly residents living in the borough.

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'Store will make 
town the sex 
capital of Kent'

A SEX shop chain will open 
its second store in the town 
centre after getting the 
green light from councillors. 

The plan had attracted opposition 
from some residents who feared it 
would lower the image of 
Maidstone and make it “the sex 
capital of Kent”. 

But members of the council’s licens¬ 
ing committee approved the planning 
application from the owner of adult 
gift store Pillow Talk for another 
branch in Bank Street at a meeting 
last Friday. 

The applicant Alan Butler already 
has a Pillow Talk store in Upper 
Stone Street and several more in 
Kent, including in Chatham, Ashford 
and Margate. 

The application was to use the for¬ 
mer British Cross building in the 
town centre for a second sex shop. 

The council received eight objec¬ 
tions to the application, mainly 
because residents feel more sex stores 
could bring down the town’s image. 
They described the shops as “sleazy”. 

One opponent, who wrote to the 
council, said the new shop would 
“make Maidstone begin to look like 
the sex capital of Kent”. 

Maidstone police did not object to 
the new store.

Despite public perception of sex 
shops, Mr Butler stated in his appli¬ 
cation that Pillow Talk shops are 
clean, tidy, open plan, with discreet 
window and floor displays, and aim 
“to discourage the sleazier image of 
yesteryear.” 

He also brought to the committee’s 
attention that since he gained his first 
licence in 1983, the stores have not 
experienced any trouble with police 
and no under-aged people have been 
found in any of the stores. 

The committee approved the appli¬ 
cation on the grounds it must meet 
certain conditions. 

These include opening hours of 9am 
to 8pm on Monday to Saturday, and 
10am to 5pm on Sunday. 

No persons under the age of 18 can 
enter the building, no prostitutes can 
use the premises for soliciting and the 
door must be covered up to avoid 
passers by seeing the inside.

MAIDSTONE MP Ann 
Widdecome has backed a 
call for Women’s Institutes 
across Britain to complain 
about sex for sale adverts 
in newspapers. 

Ms Widdecombe was speaking 
after Harriet Harman MP, the 
Minister for Women, urged WIs to 


complain to editors of papers carry¬ 
ing the sleazy adverts. 

Last night Ms Widdecome said she 
believed it was right that people 
made their own complaints. 

She told this newsaper: “I support 
what she is saying about tackling 
the sex adverts in local papers, as 
we have all seen them but are too 
dubious to say anything.” 

In her speech to the WI, Ms 
Harmann urged its 200,000 mem¬ 
bers to complain to the editors of 
these local papers. 

It will mean special attention 


being paid to anything that looks as 
though it is advertising foreign 
women as prostitutes. 

A WI spokeswoman said the cam¬ 
paign could make a difference to the 
numbers of women, especially from 
Eastern Europe and parts of the Far 
East who are forced to work. 

The WI had already indicated it is 
interested in helping the campaign 
against trafficking in this way. 

Local newspapers that accept sex 
for sale ads are considered one of the 
biggest ways men are able to contact 
prostitutes. 

Many of the women have no idea 
they will be forced to work in the sex 
trade once they arrive in Britain 
lured by the promise of well-paid 
work. 

The WI says many of women, 
some in their early teens, have been 
tricked and abducted from their 
own country and forced to live and 
work in "dreadful conditions". 

KOS Media, publisher of eight 
local and two regional newspa¬ 
per has a policy of never accept¬ 
ing adverts for ‘massage’ or any 
service that could be of a sexual 
nature. 


Hop Farm cancels Santa 


FAMILIES will not be able to visit 
the Hop Farm Family Park during 
the Christmas season. 

The Paddock Wood visitor 
attraction has announced it will 
shut for the festive period for 
“essential maintenance work”. 

The Hop Farm will close its 
doors on December 1 and will not 
reopen until February 7, while the 
work is carried out and new 
attractions are built. 


The closure of the family park 
means the Santa’s Grotto event 
has been cancelled, with bookings 
to be refunded. 

Mr Bull added: “The tourist 
industry in Kent and the South 
East is very competitive, especially 
at Christmas time.

Maidstone council. They can claim 
up to £35 worth of vouchers by call¬ 
ing us on 01622 753618.” 

Dennis Conyon, chairman of the 
Maidstone Taxi Proprietors 
Association, defended the hike. 

He said: “Even if petrol prices 
have dropped, inflation is still 
high. We need to increase the costs 
to cover petrol, inflation and main¬ 
tenance. 

“Every one of our cars in 
Maidstone is wheelchair accessible 
and the vehicles cost almost double 
the price of all other local authority 
vehicles. A normal saloon car costs 
about £12,000 but ours costs near 
to £35,000. 

“We are trying to look out for our 
disabled passengers and continue 
to keep running our service.” 

A council spokesman said: “The 
taxi trade has asked for a modest 
increase for 2009 to take account of 
increasing costs, such as the price 
of fuel. 

“The committee considered the 
report and the change in fares was 
agreed because it was felt it reflects 
a year’s change in running costs.” 


A YOUNG man who robbed two 
teenagers at knifepoint has been 
sentenced to 32 months in prison. 

Wayne Plumb, 21, stole an iPod, 
mobile phone and wallet from an 
18-year-old man after holding a 
knife in front of his stomach on 
Maidstone railway bridge on July 6. 

The following day Plumb, former¬ 
ly of Quarry Road, Maidstone, 
returned to the railway and carried 
out a similar attack on an 18-year- 
old woman, taking her phone and 
purse. 

He pleaded guilty to both counts of 
robbery at Maidstone Crown Court 
on Monday last week and was jailed. 

Detective Kelly Weekes, who was 
in charge of the investigation, said: 
“Crimes of this severity are thank¬ 
fully so rare in Maidstone that a 
major investigation was very quick¬ 
ly mounted in this case. 

“Large numbers of officers were 
called in to help and a variety of tac¬ 
tics were used. This quick response 
has culminated in removing Wayne 
Plumb from the streets for a consid¬ 
erable period of time. 

“This case should serve not only as

NHS trust boss to be

MAIDSTONE Hospital will pay 
twice the going rate to attract a 
new new boss following the super¬ 
bug scandal. 

A hefty £44,000 annual salary is on offer to 
the new chair of Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust. 

Former chairman, James Lee, resigned 
shortly after the damning Healthcare 
Commission report into two Clostridium diffi¬ 
cile outbreaks at the organisation’s hospitals. 

At least 90 patients died in the superbug 
outbreaks in 2005-6. 

In the report, published last October, the 
watchdog blamed management failings and 
poor infection control methods. 

George Jenkins, the chair of East Kent 
Hospitals University NHS Trust, is acting as 
interim chair, but there have now been two 
unsuccessful attempts to find a permanent 
replacement. 

Salaries for chairs of acute hospital trusts 
are usually set by the Department of Health at 
between £18,164 and £23,020. But £44,000 is 
now on offer in an attempt to fill the post. 

A spokeswoman for the Appointments 
Commission, which hires chairs and non-exec¬ 
utive directors for NHS organisations, said: 
“There are cases when it has proved very diffi¬ 
cult to recruit a chair to a trust which is facing 
particularly difficult challenges. 

“Following representations by the 
Appointments Commission and the Strategic 
Health Authority, the Public Sector Pay 
Committee has now given the Secretary of 
State for Health leave to exercise discretion 
where there is strong evidence of the need for 
some flexibility in the remuneration paid.” 


Alan Johnson, the Health Secretary, has 
agreed to allow this flexibility in the salary of 
the new chair of the west Kent trust, she said. 

The quality of the trust’s services was rated 
‘weak’ in the recent Healthcare Commission 
assessment. 

However, the trust now has the lowest rates 
of C diff in the NHS South East Coast area, 
which is the Strategic Health Authority cover¬ 
ing Kent, Sussex and Surrey. 


The commission spokeswoman added: “This 
increased salary reflects the particular chal¬ 
lenges MTW NHS Trust trust faces. 

“This recruitment campaign has now closed. 
Interviews will be held in late November and 
we hope to announce an appointment in early- 
mid December.” 

A spokesman for the trust said it could not 
comment because the commission was respon¬ 
sible for appointments and the salary offered. 



Leeds castle gets beautiful bridge 


THE restoration of Leeds 
Castle’s deteriorating moat 
bridge has been praised at a 
national awards ceremony. 

The commendation was 
announced at the Stone 
Federation Great Britain 2008 
award lunch, at Lord’s cricket 
ground in London, on Friday. 

The event was hosted by 
broadcaster Jim Rosenthal and 
the National Lottery’s Voice of 
the balls’ Alan Dedicoat. 

The historic moat bridge has 
two arches and a cobblestone 


path, and it is the only entrance 
to the castle. 

In 2004 staff at the 
Hollingboume site noticed it 
was beginning to crumble into 
the moat. In-depth investiga¬ 
tions by an architect and stone 
specialist revealed the deterio¬ 
ration of the coping stones; 
water was flowing through the 
top of the stonework and wash¬ 
ing away its support. 

Water also damaged the cob¬ 
bled road, by loosening the 
stone arches which could have 


caused the west wall to col¬ 
lapse. Repairs were made and 
the opportunity taken to 
improve the drainage to the 
bridge and make it more weath¬ 
er resistant. 

The works were commended 
in the repair and restoration 
section of the national awards 
competition. 

The judges said: “The extent 
of the work undertaken on this 
bridge is not fully evident, 
which is an accolade for its 
restoration.”

Presenter denies any

How do you juggle being a businesswoman and mother? 


A This is also known as functional strength 
training. This is where you use your body 
weight to tone your entire body on the pole, 
particularly concentrating on the stomach, 
arms and thighs. Pole dancing bums about 
400 calories per session, increases flexibility, 
and decreases the risks of heart disease and 
osteoporosis. 

Q Tell us about the ten-hour pole session you organised for 
Children in Need? 

A lt was a fantastic experience. We had near¬ 
ly 30 volunteers dancing in a ten hour relay 
at our flagship studio in Maidstone. These 
ladies were not only our own students but also 
people who wanted to try pole dancing and 
raise money for such a good cause, which was 
brilliant. The day was great fun with lots of 
people and businesses supporting us and help¬ 
ing to raise more than £1,000. 


A I have to be highly organised. Any mother 
will tell you what a stmggle it can be get¬ 
ting out of the door with two small children. I 
also make sure I have a healthy work/play bal¬ 
ance, spending as much time as possible with 
my family. With the ever-increasing interest in 
Pole Secrets I won’t deny I am a little tired. 

Q Was running your own business something you always 
wanted to do? 

A I have been self-employed for more than 
ten years.

New limits on booze 
cruisers hits Kent 


BUSINESSES and ports in Kent 
will be hardest hit by a vote in the 
European Parliament that threat¬ 
ens to end booze cruise trade, the 
leader of the UK Independence 
Party has warned. 

Nigel Farage, a MEP for the South East, 
criticised the new guidelines, which would cut 
the amount of cigarettes and alcohol Brits can 
bring back from the Continent, blaming the 
move on “appalling puritans”. 

Under the rules the tobacco allowance will be 
slashed by nearly 90 per cent and booze limits 
by half. It is tough enough with the fall of the 
pound against the euro,” said Mr Farage. 

“A booze cruise to Calais or Boulogne is a 
good fun day out and very good for Kent, good 
for Kent business and good for the ports. 

“If you take away the cheap fags and booze,

people will not go in big numbers and who 
does that benefit? 

“It is just these appalling puritans wanting 
to control every aspect of our lives and people 
will go on smoking and drinking of course.” 

But those in favour of the guidelines on cross- 
Channel shopping said it would put a stop to 
cheap alcohol and cigarettes being resold. 

In a knife-edge vote last week, 328 MEPs 
were in favour and 319 were against the strict 
new guidelines for “personal consumption”. 

Three out of 10 South East Euro-MPs, who 
represent Kent, voted in favour of the legisla¬ 
tion, which could come into force in two years’ 
time - Caroline Lucas, leader of the Green 
Party, Lib Dem Sharon Bowles and Labour’s 
Peter Skinner. 

MEPs backed new guidelines of 400 ciga¬ 


rettes, 200 cigarillos and 100 cigars, compared 
with UK Customs limits for returning trav¬ 
ellers of 3,200 cigarettes, 400 cigarillos and 
200 cigars. 

With drink, the European parliament 
defined personal consumption as five litres of 
spirits, 45 litres of wine and 55 litres of beer, as 
opposed to UK Customs guidelines for person¬ 
al consumption as ten litres of spirits, 90 litres 
of wine and 110 litres of beer. 

Mr Farage said he planned to fight the cuts. 

“I think there is going to be intensive 
lobbying against it now. Kent will be hardest- 
hit because there is nowhere else you can fea¬ 
sibly go for a day trip to France from.” 

However, a spokeswoman for ferry operators 
P&O said it did not think the new rules would 
affect its trade. “There will still be no legal 
limit on the amount of goods you can bring 
back. They are levels, not limits. They are a 
guide for customs officers to work by.”

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DIET: Feed hedgehogs dog food, not bread and milk 


Help wildlife thrive 
during the winter 

PAT CRAWFORD gives wildlife gardening 
advice from Hadlow College in her 
exclusive column for Yourmaidstone. 

THIS is the time of year when wildlife can 
have a difficult time. Food may be getting 
scarce and, if frosts are a regular occurrence, 
water may be even scarcer. 

Providing accessible water is a cheap way of 
attracting birds and small mammals- and it 
makes a vital contribution to their survival. 
Containers should be kept clean and the water 
renewed on a daily basis if possible. 

Made-up mixes to feed particular species are 
available, but make sure to buy from reliable 
sources such as garden centres or nurseries, 
because some cheap mixes afford little nutri¬ 
tional value - and some even contain ingredi¬ 
ents that are harmful. 

A cheap way of offering food for fruit-loving 
birds is to provide an apple cut in half. The old 
maxim ‘an apple a day...’ works for birds too! 

Loss of traditional weather patterns means 
species such as hedgehogs - which would nor¬ 
mally spend most of this part of the year sleep¬ 
ing - are increasingly awake and active. 

Feed hedgehogs a little canned dog’s meat (no 
gravy) and crunched up dog’s biscuits are ideal, 
not bread and milk, which is not good for them.

The people I am annoyed with though, are 
those who voted for John not because he 
charmed them, but to wind up everyone else. 

And the fault there lies on the judge’s shoul¬ 
ders because their viciousness enrages people 
so much they want to shut them up - and so 
they vote for the subject of the vitriol. 


The judges seemed to have cottoned on this 
week and been more positive in their criticism 
- way, way too late. Which makes me wonder 
if the producers want the controversy and 
upset just to keep the viewing figures up and 
everyone talking about it? 

It appears so, since they’ve allowed the 
judges to get away with some pretty abom¬ 
inable behaviour over the years. 

Kate Garraway was a case in point, she was 
on crutches in the week leading up to her first 
dance - yet they made no allowance and 
slaughtered her, setting the tone for the rest of 
the time she was there. Granted, she didn’t 
quit - but I wouldn’t have blamed her if she 
did, likewise, I don’t blame John. 

If it had been me, my pro partner would 
have had to cut out my tongue and physically 
restrain me from jumping across their desk. To 
hear them saying it’s so sad and they didn’t 
want him to go, made my blood boil. 

I initially agreed with Len Goodman’s com¬ 
ments at the end of the weekend before last’s 
show about being sensible and voting for the 
best dancers but the slagging off of John that 


ensued on the message boards has turned my 
view completely the other way. 

There were five other couples that Lisa 
Snowdon and Cherie Limghi were less popu¬ 
lar than last weekend - not just John. He was 
just delaying their departure by a week and I 
don’t believe he would have got to the final at 
the expense of genuine public favourites. 

I’m fine with my favourite losing out in a 
public vote. What I can’t abide is the judges 
engineering the results, and unfortunately, I 
now fear that will happen again with a dance 
off in a three couple semi-final: the couple 
most popular with the public could lose out. 
Which makes a mockery of the original con¬ 
cept of the show. 

I love Strictly, but the fiasco of the semi-final 
last year and now this, is seriously making me 
question whether I can be bothered. 

Be a fan, chat about it, enjoy it but remem¬ 
ber, the sun will still rise tomorrow.

Take the big ship to Dunkirk

WE’RE pretty lucky here in Kent: 
we can genuinely boast some beau¬ 
tiful countryside, some great 
restaurants and decent days out. 

All in all it’s a good place to live. 

And when we want to get away for a few 
days, we are surely the best placed in Britain: 
Europe is just 22 miles away. 

I never understand why people subject 
themselves to a day driving to Devon or 
Cornwall only to face endless jams and over¬ 
priced food? 

Heading across the Channel has always 
seemed the better option to me. 

Two hours on a ferry and you are in a charm¬ 
ing foreign country and if the mood takes you, 
you can be in a Mediterranean cafe in less 
time than it takes you to drive to a Cornish 
beach in summer. 

And for a short break, France has always 
offered the people of Kent a lot. 

I’d forgotten what Dunkirk was like. It’s 
right on our doorstep really but over the years 
I have missed it because I’ve either turned 
right at the port heading for Le Touquet or 
Normandy or if I have tinned left I’ve general¬ 
ly been heading for Germany or further east. 

NorfolkLine ferries out of Dover will take 
you to Dunkirk port in two hours for just £19 
if you chose your time right. 

Well the port’s not actually in Dunkirk, the 
town’s another 11km east but don’t miss the 
charming little town of Gravelines which is 
actually much closer and definitely worth a visit. 

A walled town surrounded by canals, it has 
markets twice a week, pretty architecture and 
my meal in Le Harlequin restaurant near the 
seafront ranks in my top ten seafood meals, 
ever. 

Dunkirk though is a bustling town which 
still feels prosperous and balances nicely its 


historic past and industrial present with the 
shopping and restaurants demanded by visi¬ 
tors. 

After a few days in France the only thing I 
ever miss is a decent cup of tea, so I was pleas¬ 
antly surprised to find a really lovely tearoom, 
La Palmeraie. 

It’s decorated with an African jungle theme, 
tucked away just off the main shopping centre, 
and it is popular with locals of all ages who 
popped for a cup of Darjeeling or Earl Grey (or 
about a dozen other types) along with a crepe 
or gaufre (a pancake or waffle respectively). 

Dunkirk has a lot of history, founded in the 
8th Century it is still France’s third most 
important port (and I learned the very last city 
to be liberated in 1945). 

Damn, I was determined not to mention 
1940, Operation Dynamo or the Little Ships, 
so I won’t - but be assured the town has not 
forgotten. 

History goes back way before the Wars 
though, so look out for Jean Bart. You won’t miss 
him, there’s a huge statue in the centre of town. 


Part private pirate 
and part French naval 
man, during the late 
1600s Dunkirk’s most 
celebrated son saved 
Paris from starvation 
and gave the British 
Navy a kicking at sea 
too. 

An interesting chap 
as I discovered to my 
delight at the Musee 
Portuaire (picture left). 

I’m not a big fan of 
museums but I was 
genuinely pleased I 
popped in. Alongside a 
look the dockworkers’ 
lives over the years in 
Dunkirk, and a sum¬ 
mary of the aforemen¬ 
tioned M. Bart’s suc¬ 
cesses, there is a special exhibition until 
January: The Story of the Liner. 

Dunkirk made 11 between 1914 and 1966 
and the museum shows models with mock up 
cabins and uniforms. But the jewel for me is the 
24-minute colour promotional film from 1953. A 
true insight into the time complete with period 
racial stereotyping and everyone smoked (well 
they were French). 

Nowadays smoking 
indoors is banned and 
the social character of 
France has changed 
slightly. But for a cou¬ 
ple of days, the town 
offers a convenient- 
taste of France on our 
doorstep.

'Tenants can 
look beyond 
social sector' 

HOUSING minister Margaret Beckett 
has distanced herself from reports that 
the Government is considering scrap¬ 
ping lifetime social tenancies, but she 
has said she would like to see people try 
to move into the private sector. 

Speaking at a seminar organised by 
The Smith Institute think tank, Mrs 
Beckett described the housing reform 
green paper on social housing as “very 
much a work in progress”. 

She said: “I’ve made no decision, and 
nor has any minister, on the content and 
timing of the green paper. 

“We’ve made substantial improve¬ 
ments to the housing stock, [but] we’ve 
not been nearly so good in investing in 
people who are living in these homes.” 

And Mrs Beckett indicated that she 
wanted to encourage social tenants or 
would-be social tenants to look beyond 
social housing to the private sector. 

“If people could find greater stability 
and security in the private rented sector, 
or could take advantage of low-cost 
home ownership, then maybe fewer 
would think social housing was their 
only option,” she said. 

Charity alarmed by 
economic distress 

EIGHTY per cent of those who took part 
in a recent survey want the Government 
to be more active in helping homeown¬ 
ers at risk of having their homes repos¬ 
sessed to combat the risk of people being 
forced on to the streets this winter. 

The poll, for homeless 
charity St Mungo’s, 
also found 52 per cent 
of Britons are con¬ 
cerned about their 
financial situation and 
more are now cutting 
down their spending on 
gas, electricity, heating 
and food. 

‘We are witnessing a 
downturn in the econo¬ 
my that is being felt at 
all levels of society,” said St Mungo’s 
chief executive Charles Fraser. 

“The Government needs to act quickly 
if we are to avoid a sharp increase of 
rough sleepers on the streets.” 


THE economic situation could 
mean a new approach for profes¬ 
sionals selling homes, according to 
experts. 

The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors says the business of typical ‘old- 
style’ estate agents has hit a 30-year low, sell¬ 
ing an average of just one home a week. 

Property auctions have usually been regard¬ 
ed as a surefire way of getting rid of homes 
that are difficult to shift, but one last month 
involved 74 lots of homes and land - and 
received just three bids and no sales. 

While some vendors are now adopting 
unusual tactics, from staging raffles to throw¬ 
ing in free cars or holidays with their homes, a 
few pioneering estate agents are considering 
revolutionising the way they sell properties. 

Lauristons estate agency is now charging a 
£999 flat fee for selling a home instead of the

two per cent to three per cent charged by most 
of its high street rivals, saving prospective sell¬ 
ers of average priced properties as much as 
£ 8 , 000 . 

“The market’s changing and the current eco¬ 
nomic climate means it probably won’t be the 
same in the future,” warned the firm’s sales 
and marketing director, Steve Truman. 

Thomley Groves, a traditional estate agency 
chain, has bought 25 per cent of Brightsale, a 
pioneering online estate agency. 

Brightsale has no physical ‘branch’. Its 
trained negotiators instead advise sellers on 
how to handle buyers, and will arrange floor 
plans, photographs and brochures. The fee, if a 
home sells, is 0.5 per cent, or only a sixth of the 
levy by many conventional agents. 

We’d been searching for a way to bring 


estate agencies into the 21st century. Clients 
love what we do but in the internet era they 
expect more.” said Thomley Groves’ managing 
director, Michael Groves. 

“Estate agencies have a long way to go to 
harness the power of the internet for the ben¬ 
efit of their customers.” 

Two other estate agents are trying a differ¬ 
ent idea - swapping houses. Lynn Thompson 
and Chris Tinsley run separate agencies but 
have joined forces to try to ‘match’ sellers, who 
are encouraged to swap properties of equal 
value, or trade up or down and pay the differ¬ 
ence 

While some of these pioneering efforts may 
fall by the wayside when the housing market 
picks up - business consultancies and agents 
themselves suggest 2010 as the earliest date 
that will happen - at least a few of these 
schemes may last long enough to become 
mainstream as house selling changes.

Hyundai and Kia soar to 
join top five carmakers 

AUTOCAR magazine has named 
Hyundai-Kia as its Automotive 
Manufacturer of the Year at its annual 
award ceremony in London. 

Citing the Korean giant’s “mind-blow¬ 
ing” ambition, editor Chas Hallet present¬ 
ed the title to Mr Nam-Yong Kim, presi¬ 
dent of Hyundai-Kia’s European research 
and development centre in Germany. 

Hallett said: 'When the irrepressible 
Hyundai-Kia group started talking, just 
a few years ago, about wanting to 
become the world’s fifth largest car com¬ 
pany behind Toyota, GM, Ford and Audi- 
VW, many of us were sceptical. 

“Then the Korean group got serious. 
They hatched a plan to assemble a 
European design and engineering team 
to conceive a range of models for Europe.” 

The product of a merger in 1998, 
Hyundai-Kia currently dominate the 
Korean domestic car market with an 80 
per cent share and this year became the 
world’s fifth largest car-maker according 
to Automotive News in the US. 



Asda sparks price war 
by cutting petrol costs 

SUPERMARKET giant Asda has 
reignited the fuel price war by lowering 
its petrol prices to 90.9p per litre. 

It is Asda’s tenth consecutive cut since 
July and brings prices to their lowest 
level since April 2007. The price of diesel 
has been reduced to 105.9p per litre. 

With the price of crude oil continuing 
to fall, other retailers will be under pres¬ 
sure to follow Asda's lead. 

The price of a barrel has dropped to 
barely 50 US dollars (£33), from almost 
$150 (£100) in early July. 

Car giants beg for cash 

THE three biggest US carmakers have 
pleaded with Congress for a $25 billion 
lifeline to save their once-proud compa¬ 
nies from collapse. 

“Our industry... a bridge to span the 
financial chasm that has opened up 
before us,” said General Motors’ chief 
Rick Wagoner. 

Chrysler chief Robert Nardelli, added 
that a bailout would be “the least costly 
alternative” when compared with dam¬ 
age from bankruptcy. 

But Republican Senators argues that 
“inefficient production” and “costly 
labour agreements” have put the US 
carmakers at a disadvantage against 
foreign rivals.

Ford changes into top 
gear with new Fiesta 


HAVING done more than anyone 
to make the supermini popular 
in the UK after launching the 
original Fiesta in 1976, Ford then 
rested on its laurels. 

The company will say the newly-launched 
replacement is the ‘Mark VII’, but it is really 
only the fourth generation. 

Ford has turned Fiesta facelifts into an art 
form and even managed to spin-off the guts of 
one version to create the underpinnings of the 
original Ka. You just have to admire such 
salesmanship and nerve, though it helps when 
you are market leader and have a vice-like grip 
on the fleet sector. 

But times are changing: the nation wants to 
downsize and cut costs and emissions while 
Ford would like to ease out of the cut-throat 
business sector, move upmarket and woo 
private buyers. 

The US car giant is also looking outside 
the Fiesta’s traditional UK and Europe strong¬ 
hold, to create a global supermini with all the 
consequent economies of scale. 

So, instead of dithering with a facelift of the

then all-new - but not especially loved - 2002 
Fiesta, Ford has gone for another fresh start. 

And it’s an impressive one. 

Physically, the car is the same scale as before, 
rather than a ‘super-supermini’ like the 
Peugeot 207 and Renault Clio, perhaps to 
protect sales of the bigger Focus. 

Nevertheless, I thought the knee room good, 
though lofty passengers will just have to lump 
it, for the terrific coupe roofline common to both 
body styles. 

Styling inside is typically well-arranged and 
quality and durability is top-notch, but the 
drive clinches the deal for me; a well-judged 
balance between typically sharp handling 
and ride, light yet responsive steering and a 
terrific gearshift. 

It is a tough call deciding the engine though. I 
like the all-round competence of the 1.4 TDCi 
diesel, but the frugal road tax-exempt/low emis¬ 
sion 1.6TDCi diesel ECOnetic is due in January. 

Then again, do not ignore the petrol models; 
they are so quiet and frugal that they could be 
your best buy if petrol versus diesel pump 
prices still diverge and your mileages are only 
average.

MAIDSTONE RFC will escape rel¬ 
egation even if their winless season 
continues after the Rugby Football 
Union (RFU) approved plans to 
restructure club rugby from next 
season. 

The side have endured a dreadful 
campaign so far and are rock bot¬ 
tom of London 2 South after losing 
all nine games.

Smart said: “I am still not sure what I will 
be doing for next season. I have been a little bit 
left in the dark about the situation as I have 
been out of the country racing. 

“I have not heard from Hawk Kawasaki 
recently. Before I left for Qatar I had been 
talking to a couple of British Superbike teams 
but nothing is signed yet. I hope to have 
something agreed in the next few weeks.” 

Earlier this month, Smart took part in the 
final round of the World Endurance 
Championship in Qatar. 

Racing for British team Phase One 
Endurance alongside Glen Richards and 
Australian Damian Cudlin, the trio fin¬ 
ished 16th and completed 198 laps of the 
Doha circuit. 

Smart returns to Great Britain later 
this month to secure a ride for the new season.

Stones chief calls 
on fans to stand 
up for their club 

MAIDSTONE United chairman Paul 
Bowden-Brown has issued a rallying cry to 
Stones supporters to help the club come 
back home. 

The Ryman Premier League side are set 
to table a bid for a Stadium Improvement 
Grant, which could see the club net up to 
£150,000. 

This is the next step for the Stones after a 
£1.2 million bid to the Football Foundation 
was turned down last month. 

The club has been absent from the county 
town since 1988 and the chairman, who 
intends to bring the Stones home to a 
ground built on James Whatman Way in 
Maidstone, is hoping fans will dig deep to 
help the club. 

Bowden-Brown said: “This is the time for 
supporters to stand up and be counted. We 
will be holding a number of fund-raising 
events for supporters to contribute specifi¬ 
cally to the stadium fund and not the club. 

“I know times are tough at the moment, 
but if they want the club to come back 
home we will need them to roll up their 
sleeves and help. 

“We have been ground-sharing in 
Sittingbourne for far too long and if 
this club is to continue we need to come 
back home.” 

The club have been working hard on the 
bid, which has seen the original stadium 
plans scaled down following the failed 
Football Foundation bid. 

The plan is to build the ground to Ryman 
and Blue Square South league require¬ 
ments and it will have a grass pitch 
instead of the originally proposed 3G arti¬ 
ficial surface. 

Bowden-Brown intends to finalise the bid 
and have it ready for next month. 

He added: ‘We have been working on the 
bid last week, making sure we have every¬ 
thing in place. 

We have got the plans for the stadium 
down and ready to present and we hope we 
will receive up to £150,000 from the stadium 
grant.”
